voted in an NLRB election between the Unite 


Electrical Workers and Carey's IUE-CIO. The most decisive plant in the Westing- 


house chain is the one located 
in East Pittsburgh, employing 
some 138,000 workers. 

On the day of the election, 
the Pittsburgh Press, a Scripps- 
Howard paper, published an edi- 
torfal stating that the issue facing 
Westinghouse workers was 
“whether the union shall be op- 
erated for the benefit of the em- 
ploye, as workmen, or in the in- 
terests of a political outfit which

tile to American traditions and 
methods and foreign in origin.” 
This was the “Aesopian” lan- 
guage employed by the Press to 
urge Westinghouse workers to 
vote ‘for the IUE-CIO.
